TOP PARTITION PANELS are available in steel, 
acoustical, or glass (clear or Linex). 

WIRING ... All partition panels and posts have 
provisions for concealed wiring. Users may have 
electrical outlets and switches for supplementary 
hgliting or electrical equipment installed as needed. 

BOOKSHELVES are 91/2 deep and full-partition 
widdi. One shelf may be used with 54% -inch 
partitions. Two shelves may be attached on 66% 
inch partitions. 



PARTITION PANELS are available in four heights: 
42% 54% 66% and 84% \ Catalog illustra- 
tions show 54% -inch partitions unless otherwise 
marked. Panels have 5V^-inch open base. 



STANDARD FINISH COLOR is two-tone gray 
. . . No. 49 Seal Gray for end supports and edges 
of tops; No. 52 Pearl Gray for partition panels 
and shelves. 



SNAP-IN BASE PANELS can be used to con- 
vert to closed-base partitions according to varying 
considerations of ventilation, privacy, and nidi- 
vidual taste. 



Single-tone units are available in No. 60 Sea Green 
and No. 90 Copper Tan at no additional cost but 
subject to slight delivery delay. Special colors are 
available on request. 



TO ORDER 

Standard study carrels have linoleum tops and are furnished with 
54^-inch steel partitions without base panels. 

In ordering study carrels, designate any deviation from standard unit. 
Specify color, top covering, partition height, material of partition top 
panels, and whether base panels are desired.
